Australia’s Interest 


“Ono consideration that should bo 
prominently in the minds of the 
British Government js the fact that 
Australian has the Jargeat interest of 
all in the Pacifle question, and parti- 
cularly in our relation with Japan. 
...“There js no doubt that the in- 
terests of Australia played an im- 
portant part in influencing, the mind 
of the Home Government at the, time 
of the Manchukuo Inefdent. - 

“T trust that: the Government and 
people of .Australia will recognise 
that a policy of ‘constant retreat Ms 
not one likely fo succeed Jn the jong 
run, or one consistent with ‘the 
dignity or Interests of the British 
Empire." 

Viscount Samuel welcomed the fact 

thnt the Government had taken steps 
to reir.force Singapore, and he trust- 
ed that if the Tokyo conference 
should not succeed, and Japanese 
pressure -should increase, the Gov- 
ernment would consider taking the 
same action ag the United States had 
recently taken. 
, “If the Government comes to the 
‘conclusion that {t is desirable to give 
the necessary 12 months notice for 
termination of the Britlsh commer 
cial treaty with Jnpan, the step would 
be npproved by the people. 

“We would then have. means, in 
conjunctlon with the United States, 
of bringing effective economic pres- 
sure upon Japan, and we would be 
able to stop supplies, without which 

it would be impossible for Jopnn 
to curry on the war.” 


Tientsin Silver 


Lord Elibank, the next speaker, 
also. dealt with the Far East. He 
urged Viscount Ilalifax to tell the 
House emphatically that there was 
no intention of handing over the 
silver in Tientsin or of recognising the 
Federal Bank currency In China, on 
which Issues the statements made by 
Mr, Chamberlain In the House of 
Commons were not very definite. 

Turning to Japan's military posi- 
‘tion in China, Lord Elibanis sald that 
Japan's adverse trade balance was 
inereasing, her gold reserves were 
diminishing and: the guerillas were 
preventing her from securing iron, 
coal and cotton, 

Japan -had_ suffered considerable 
reverses In North China, and pres- 
sure by Russin was reported on good 
authority to have forced her to with- 
draw troops to Manchuria, 


War Declaration 


“In the ght of these facts, any 
suggesilon that Japan would de- 
clare war on us if we maintained o 
firm stands seems to be wiped out 
of considcration altogether.” 

He took the view that the Tokyo 
conference must go on, but In view 
of the fact that there were moderate- 
ly-minded people in Japan, and 
that, it was only through the moder- 
tes. that ultimately they could 


sny they Intended fo take some action” 


In co-operation with America. 
Britain should talce stronger action. 

“In a short time there will be a 
stalemate, and this will be the time 
for mediation In an attempt to bring 
the war to a close,” he added. 

Viscount Samucl's reference to Aus~ 
tralin provoked Lord Stonchaven, o 
former Governor General of the 
Commonwealth, to point out that, it 
ought to be remembered that Aus- 
tralin, for the benefit of the Common- 
wealth, did jeopardise her very 
important trade with Japan. 

Viscount Samuel srild he did not 
intend to suggest.that Australla took 
a course disadvantageous to Britain 
for her bencit, 

“T suggest with regard to Australia 
that, in the long run, it: might be 
necessary to take a stronger line 
than the mere case any economic 
advantage would require.” 

Lord Stonehaven replicd that he 
did not think Viscount Samuel need 
have ony fear in considering the part 
Austratla played as a member of 
the Empire in the matter to which 
he referred. 


Halifax Replies 


Replying to the debate, Viscount 
Halifax said that it had been suggest- 
ed in several speeches from various 
parts of the House that the formula 
recently signed with Japan commit.

OMmcer Colledxe said he then cx- 
umined ‘defendants’ hands, — First 
defendant appeared to have washed 
his_hands_recently, but there were 
still signs of pink stirs’ Second des 
fendant's were unstained but there 
w pink stains on. his singlet, 
“Third defendant's were very badly 
stained and there were also: pink 
stains on ‘his singlet- and trousers. 
The hands of the others were not 
stained but there were stains on 
sixth defendant's Jacket, 

R,'O, Colledge then ordered defen- 
- dants to claim any clothing they had

on the premises. First defendant 
opened a basket and took out a grey 
suit and wore it. After collecting 
thelr respective clothing, the defen~ 
dants were taken Into the rear hut 
whith was. found to be a heroin pill 
factory. In the hut was a_ large 
drying cupboard and under that were 
20 trays of pills. Beside these pills 
were all the necessary facilities’ for 
making pills.

Below are a few 
extracts relating to 
Hongkong’s part in 
the Great War. 

The parts play- 
ed by all the 
Dominions and 
Colonies are given 
in detail. 


HEN the war came the 

Governor of Hongkong was 
the late Sir Henry May, whose 
whole official carcer,-cxeept for 
rather over a year in the gov- 
emment of Fiji, had been passed 
in Hongkong, and whose term 
of government outlasted the war’, 
though he left for Canada, hav- 
ing been summoned there by 
telegraph owing to the dangerous 
illness of his daughter, snortly 
before the Armistice, in Septem- 
ber. 1918, and subsequently re- 
signed on‘grounds of il! health. 

Hongkong was and js an Impcrial 
Naval Station, fortified and garri- 
soned, with a strong body of: police 
and a small.force of volunteers. In 
1914 the Colony was rich and pros- 
perous in a high degree. 

On the outbreak of war one of the 
first steps taken was to establish a 
cable and postal censorship, and the 
censors were confronted with as 
many us 24 distinct European ond 
Asiatic languages. : 

No difficulty however was ¢x~ 
perienced in finding interpreters und 
translators, and Sir Charles Eliot, at 
the time head of the University of 
Hongkong, and subsequently British 
Ambassador in Japon, gave much as- 
sistance to the work.

Volunteer Force. was mobilized 
and the members of the Volunteer 
Reserve Force were enrolled in it. 

As soon ng war became imminent, 
practically the entire British male 
community’ offered thelr services for 
the Volunteer Reserves, 

Before the rumours of war the 
Volunteers numbered 339, and the 
Volunteer Reserves 101, but before 
the war was a wecl‘old the numbers 
of the Volunteers had risen to 393 
and of the Reserves to 318. 

Owing to the impossibility of en- 
rolling, arming, equipping, and traln- 
ing more men, many candidates were 
refused admittance to either corps 
and were utilized as Special Con- 
stables, to replace police seconde 
for milltary service. : 

Nearly 200 Indian ond Chinese 
police were, when the war began, 
lent By the Colonial Government to 
the military authorities for various 
subsidiary milUtary duties, their 
places being filled as far as possible 
by Speclat Constables. 

When, in o few weeks’ time, the 
police returned to their civil duties, 
those of the Special Constables who 
were ineligible for the ranks of the 
Volunteer Forces, or who desired to 
remain with the Police Department, 
were, with a number of Indians, 
Chinese and Portuguese, being Bri- 
tish subjects, enrolled under a special 
sordinance passed on the 22nd of Octo- 
ber 1914 into 2 force called the 
Special Police Reserve.

Independence Move 
Gains Momentum 


‘ Chungking, Aug. 3. 

An event of historic importance to 
the future course of Korea's !n~ 
dependence movement took place in 
Chungking recently when lenders of 
two outstanding Korean revolutionary 
parties’ met. After several con- 
ferences, they decided upon a pro- 
‘gramme of unlted-effort to’ free thelr 
fatherland from Japan, 


Two figures dominnted the sessions, 
The first was 64-year-old: Mr. Kim 
Kiu, lender of the Korean Nationalist 
Party, and the second was Mr. Kim- 
Yak-san, 42-yenr-old secretary rf the 
Korean Natlonal Revolutionary Party. 


The Korean Nationalist Party 
regarded os the less progressive. 
the other hand, it draws tis follow-. 
ing from among the younger Korean 
patriots who demand more action. 
Mr.-Kim Kiu and his associates play- 
ed a leading role in the Provisional 
Korean Government. 

Mr. Kim Yok-son, the leader of 
the great majority of young Korean 
patriots, Is a, veteran revolutionary. 
As carly us 20 years ago, he formed 
n Dnre-to-Die Corps in Korea. In 
1934 he visited Canton where he suw 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, father of the 
Chinese Republic and founder of the 
Kuomintang (Chinese  Natlonalist 
Party). He and 40 of his comrades 
entered the Whampoa - Military 
Academy, near Canton, to prepare 
themselves for organised warfare 
against the Japanese, Later they 
took part in the northem expedition 
under Gencrallssimo Chiang. : 

Mr. Kim !ed his men back to Korea 
where they made guerilla attacks 
against Japanese garrisons for elght 
years. He was forced to cross the 
Yalu River Into Manchurin — shortly 
before the Japanese occupation of 
Mukden in September, 1931, There 
he continued his anti-Japanese 
activities, Several times he took his 
fighters back to Koren to raid 
Japanese government offices and bar- 
tacks in Manchurla-Korea border 
tuwns. . 

Officers Exccuted 


Going to Nanking, Mr. Kim trained 
300 Korean ‘staff, officers for his re- 
velutionary campaign. ‘The majority 
of them were sent to Korea and- 
Manchuria.

13 and 14. This equals the highest 
temperature ever recorded in July. 
A minlmum of 73.9 occurred on July 
20, The mean relative humidity wns 
84 per cent, which is I per cent, 
above normal, ' ‘ 

Sunshine amounted to 198 hours, 
against ou normal of 212 hours. The 
total rainfall was 12,69 inches, which 
is 2.44 inches below normal.

Again the fixing is to sult the user,

The presence of:a new typhoon 
depression about 100 miles south- 
west of Hongkong led to the hoisting 
of No. 1 typhoon signal at 3.20 p.m. 
yesterday. By midnight tast night 
the disturbance had moved slightly 
eastward, but, though it still con- 
stituted a threat to the Colony, it was 
not considered necessary to hoist a 
more alarming signal. 


- At 3 p.m. the position of the 
typhoon was glven as within 30 miles 
of littitude 21 degrees north, longitude 
113 degrees cost. By midnight it 
had moved eastward to latitude 21 
degrees north, longitude 114 cegrees 
cast. Its movement was thus not 
directly towards Hongkong, but there 
ts still a likelihood that it will veer 
towards land and cross the coast 
somewhere in the vicinity of the 
Colony.

Other bottled essences such as plas 
apple, rum, grapefruit, and raspberry 
may be bought chéaply and. by 
their imaginative use, many delight- 
ful culinary effects’ obtained. 
Saffron imparts a characteristic und 
amusual taste as well as a charming 
aroma and rich colour. 


Forcemeat Variations 


Forcemeats may be varied at 
length by adding a dash of sage, bay

“It China Is to survive this war she 
must be industrialised as speedily as 
possible," Dr, Wong sald.

HEN the. war came the 
Governor of Hongkong was 
the late Sir Henry May, whose 
whole official career, except for 
rather over a year in the gov- 
ernment of Fiji, had been passed 
in Hongkong, and whose term 
of government outlasted the war, 
though he left for Canada, hav- 
ing been summoned there by 
telegraph owing to the dangerous 
illness of his daughter, snortly 
before the Armistice, in Septem- 
ber 1918, and_ subsequently re- 
signed on grounds of ill health. . 
Hongkong was and is an Imperial 
Naval Station, fortified and  garri- 
soned, with a strong body. of police 
and a small force of volunteers, In 
1914 the Colony was rich and pros- 
perous in a high degree, 

"On the outbreak of war one of the 
first steps tuken was to establish a 
cable und postal censorship, and the 
censors were confronted with as 
many as 24 distinct European and 
Asiatic languages, 

No difficulty however was CX- 
perlenced in finding interpreters and 
translators, und Sir Charles Eliot, at 
the time head of the University of 
Hongkong, and subsequently British 
Ambassador In Japan, gave much a5- 
sistance to the work.

The -United States lust year 
supplied Japan with 57 per cent: 
of her war needs, The British 
Mmpire supplicd her with 2014 
per cent.” The Dutch Empire 
with 814-per cent. 

In short, three democratic 
Powers supply Japan with no 
less than 86 per cent. of the 
materials she needs to fight, 
China. 

By way of contrast, Russia 
has supplied Japan with no war 
material” whatever during the

The lesson of these figures is 
clear. They answer the people 
who say “there is nothing we 
can do,” 

It is within the power of. the 
democratic countries—particu- 
larly the United States and the. 
British Empirc—to stop the war 
in China. : 

A ban on the sale of war 
materials ~ would hamstring 
Japan. Neither Germany nor 
Italy could rescue her. 

Public opinion will do well to 
take these figures to heart. It 
Is not enough to be horrified at 
tho war in Chinn. We mist 
realise that the war is only ‘con- 
tinuing by the kind permission 
of Britain and America.

Dr. S. ¥, Wong, formerly chemistry 
expert to the Ministry of Industrics 
and lately member of the Supervisory 
Council of Provinclal Industries, 
Kwangtung, strongly pleaded for as~ 
sistance for the Chinese Industriat 
Co-operatives at the weekly tiffin of 
the Hongkong ¥’s Men's Club yester- 
doy at the St, Francis Hotel. - 

‘Dr. Wong said that Chino’s indus 
trial’ backwardness was ascribable 
chiefly to political strife, After cach 
successive revolution attempts had 
been begun at industrialisation, but 
continual political upheavals made 

rogress very tardy, If not indeed 
impossible. With the establishment 
of the present Government, however, 
Jt. looked as Sf China had aot los 
settled down to an cra of progress 
and development in-many directions. 
But even then, it did not speak very 
well for the Chinese people | that 
Chinn’s industries were chiefly, ccn- 
tred in the. foreign. concessions and 
colonics. . 

The Japanese invasion of Chino 
had upset all the plans lald down by 
the Government. In Kwangtung 
alone, Government factories valued 


-} at over $900,000,000 were last when 


the Japanese invaded Canton. How- 
ever, it had been possible to. remove 
some of the factories to. the interlor, 
but there they found o further dif- 
ficulty in store, All the machine: 
was driven by diesel engines and 
was almost Lmpossible to get adequate 
supplies of fucl, With better trans; 
portation facilities too, a far greater 
number of factories might have been 
saved, 

“ff China is to survive this war she 
must be Industrialised as speedily as 
possible," Dr, Wong sald. 

To this end, ‘he thought, no greater 
work was being done than by the 
Industrial Co-operatives movement, 
In Hongkong a vast amount of Chin-
